Hoarpb or TERONE AND SERMYLE SILVER Coins 


We shall take up first the silver coins and discuss the two hoards. 
The oldest coins which were found in the excavations are those 
in the hoard which was lying with black-figured potsherds at the 
bottom of the pit dug in the native conglomerate just north of the 
east end of the long altar on the municipal centre." They were 
all much burnt or badly sweated from some great conflagration 
such as may have taken place when Artabazus, general of Xerxes, 
captured Olynthus in 479 B.C. and turned it over to Critoboulus 
who came from the same Terone as these coins.’? There are six 
tetradrachms and three smaller coins of Terone and one tetra- 
drachm and one small coin of Sermyle. They date as early as 
500 B. C.

All these coins date before 479 and probably, since they are all 
much worn from long use, they go back into the sixth century 
B.C. Nos. 4-6 from Terone and No. 11 from Sermyle seem to be 
the oldest of the series and might date as early as 530 B.C. or 
earlier, since no red-figured potsherds were found with the hoard. 
They seem to be older than the Terone tetradrachm pictured in 
Beschreibung der antiken Miinzen, Konigliche Museen zu Berlin, 
1889, II, pl. VI, 53 (Regling, Die antike Miinze als Kunstwerk, pl. 
IX, 215), which might be contemporary with our No. 2 since it 
has the same regular incuse square with four flat divisions. They 
are older than most of those in the British Museum Catalogue of 
Coins (Macedonia), pp. 106-108. Nos. 2-3 remind one of Babelon, 
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zontal and not so vertical as in many other examples. This is 
probably by a young inferior but later artist, whereas No. 48 is by 
an old experienced artist, similar to No. 582 in Berlin but not from 
the same die. It is likely that our Olynthus tetradrachms are later 
than the Berlin tetradrachms. Nos. 47-49 with head of Apollo to 
left and the incuse square would date, as we have said, about 400 
B. C., but No. 50, with head to right, would date 390-370 B. C., but 
before magistrates’ names were used.”

237 have examined many original silver tetradrachms of the Chalcidians in 
European and American museums. Mr. E. T. Newell has nine or ten in his 
collection. The Boston Museum of Fine Arts has six, of which the two with ém 
*Apiorwvos and éri ’OAvpmiyov have the head of Apollo to right (Regling, Dte 
Griechischen Miinzen der Sammlung Warren, pl. XIV, 564-565). One of two at 
Cornell University has éri Xrpdrwvos with head to right. In my collection are 
four, which have been acquired by purchase. One is of the fifth century with the 
rare severe type of Apollo head to left (like Pozzi Sale Cat., pl. XXV, 751). 
One has the head to right and the inscription éri ’Apiorwvos. Those published in 
the British Museum Catalogue, Macedonia, pp. 67 ff.; in Babelon, op. cit., IV, 
pp. 583 ff., pl.

The last tetradrachm on Plates ITI, XXVIII (No. 51) was 
found in trench XIII on the east side in the outlying district” 
along with a tetrobol of the Chalcidians and a coin of Mende. It is 
a coin of Athens with the head of Athena to right on the obverse 
and the owl with olive branch and AOE on the reverse. Much of 
the silver has been worn off and it is evident that it was a bronze 
coin silvered over. Such coins are well known. Professor Charles 
T. Seltman at Cambridge, England, has several such adulterated 
coins and I have such an Athenian tetradrachm. When the Athe- 
nian treasury was depleted by the Peloponnesian War, Athens

Athens in 393 B. C.,?* causing much loss to those who had such 
coins in their possession, but perhaps still used at Olynthus. As 
Perey Gardner™ says, ‘‘Clearly they were a money of necessity 
struck at the time of Athens’ deepest need, and withdrawn after 
the victory of Conon at Cnidus, when the gold staters began to be 
struck.’’ But Athens evidently also issued false coins, of bronze 
thinly washed with silver, and perhaps some Athenian sailor 
passed off this one at Olynthus.

The thirteen silver tetradrachms, which we have discussed 
above, were the only ones found, but in addition to the smaller 
Terone and Chalcidian silver coins already mentioned several 
other smaller silver coins came to light. Acanthus is represented 
by four tetrobols™ illustrated on plate III (Nos. 52-55). On one 
side is the forepart of a bull kneeling to left but head turned back 
to right. On the reverse is a shallow quadripartite incuse square,” 
the quarters granulated. All four come from different mintages 
since the accessory design differs, in one case a star, in another the 
letters IIE, in another the swastika. For similar tetrobol with star 
of eight rays, cf. Grose, Catalogue of McClean Collection, II, pl. 
114, 16; for I] and olive branch 2bd., pl. 114, 18 and 19; for I] and 
swastika, ibid., pl.

The next coin is the only one of its kind which we found. It 
is an important coin and is assigned to Aegae or Paeonia rather 
than Paros by its weight, which is not Aeginetan. It is clearly 
one-third of a stater of the Paeonian standard, common in the 
Thraco-Macedonian region before the advent of the Euboic-Attic 
standard. Therefore it is perhaps the forerunner of the stater 
with kneeling goat which was formerly ascribed to Aegae, though 
Svoronos objects to this attribution and assigns such archaic 
pieces to Paeonia.** The coin was found in trench V with black- 
figured vase-fragments and so probably dates before the Persian 
wars. It used to be considered a canting or punning type with 
the goat, belonging rather to Macedonian Aegae (Edessa) than 
to Aegae in the Peloponnesus or Aegae in Cilicia.** In view of the

No. 57 would seem, according to Svoronos’ classification of 
certain early Macedonian coinages, to be a hemiobol of the 
Milesian (light Corinthian) system, in Macedonia used by the Cres- 
tonians and borrowed from the Corinthian colony of Therma. 
But the type of these coins does not confirm that attribution. No. 
57 has a spear-head on the obverse and is perhaps a new type for 
Bisaltae.** The style of both obverse and reverse certainly point 
to Macedonia.

It would seem to date just before the coins with the name of 

Simos, who was appointed tetrarch of one of the four divisions 

of Thessaly by Philip in 353 or 352 B. C., and who ruled till 344- 

843, four years after the destruction of Olynthus. It is of the 

same general type as the Simos coins,** but dates before them in 

the group I established by Herrmann.”

The next coin is certainly a tetrobol of Olynthus since the 
letters OAYN occur on the reverse where in an incuse square 
there is an eagle flying upwards holding a serpent in his beak 
and talons to right. On the obverse is a horse to right, attached 
by a bridle to a column or meta of the Ionic order, on the further 
side of the horse. It is perhaps a fifth-century Thracian issue in 
Olynthus *® after 432 B.C., certainly after 479 B.C. No. 64 is 
probably also a coin of Olynthus.

The next tetrobol (No. 65), with a Poseidon Hippios on horse- 
back holding trident which has been almost worn away, on the 
obverse, and a female head in a depressed square to right on the 
reverse, belongs to Potidaea under Corinthian influence (500-429 
B.C.). Possibly the female head is Pallene, from whom the 
peninsula was named.* Others call it Aphrodite. Casson, Mace- 
doma, Thrace and Illyria, p. 104, Fig. 24, calls it an. Amazon, by 
comparison with a coin of Soli in Cilicia (Brit. Mus. Cat., pl. XXV, 
1-9) which shows an Amazon wearing a spotted daAwrexés, which 
seems to me to be not very similar.

The next silver coin is probably a tetrobol of Sermyle,® similar 
in type to the tetradrachm found in the Terone hoard. It has on the 
obverse a nude horseman on a steed prancing to right. His right 
hand is raised high as if to strike with a spear which he holds. 
There is no dog below the horse as in No. 11 above. On the reverse

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four divisions. Trench IV, in extension to north along east side of 
hill near connection with east and west trench, 1.50 m. below surface. 


The next coin (No. 73) is also Thraco-Macedonian and dates 
000-480 B. C. It has the forepart of a winged Pegasus to left on the 
obverse and a quadripartite incuse square on the reverse. It can 
hardly belong to Lampsacus or Corinth itself but is probably a 
coin of Therma (the modern Thessalonica or Saloniki) under 
Corinthian influence. One is reminded of the coins pictured by 
Svoronos in Journal International d’Archéologie Numismatique, 
XIX, 1918-1919, pl. XIV, Nos. 1-18 (especially 18), where, however, 
the forepart of Pegasus is to right. Svoronos assigns these coins 
to the Crestonians or Mygdonians in possession of Therma, which 
is supposed to have been a colony of Corinth. These coins belong 
to an epoch when Therma was not part of Macedonia, certainly 
before 480 B. C., when the Macedonians received Therma, probably 
from the Persians.* 

The next coin (No. 74) with a bull’s head on the obverse is also 
Thraco-Macedonian and dates before 480. It looks as if it might 
be from the same mint as the preceding coin but it is possibly a 
coin of Acanthus. It can hardly be from Larissa, though an early 
coin from there has the bull’s head on the obverse.** It certainly 
is Macedonian.

The next three coins (diobols) were issued by Amyntas III, 
who ruled from 389-383, 381-369 B. C. They were found together 
in trench VII, with a bronze Chalcidic coin of the lyre type and a 
fourth century coin of Abdera with the griffin. They have the head 
of Heracles on one side and an eagle on the other side.*

Bronze Corns 


We now turn to the bronze coins and consider them in the 
alphabetical order of the cities from which they came. From 
Abdera we have two coins with griffin on the obverse and a shell 
with the magistrate’s name Proteas on the reverse. They are of 
the same series as the silver coins of the first half of the fourth 
century B. C.“* Acanthus was represented by four silver coins and 
there are thirty bronze coins. Many are badly battered or sweated 
by fire so that we reproduce on Plate V only eighteen of the best 
preserved. They have a head of Pallas Athene on the obverse and 
the letters AKAN in the four quarters of a linear square or wheel 
on the reverse. They are mainly subsequent to 400 B. C.*

AENUS 


Aenus, the furthest to the cast of the cities of the Thracian 
coast, must have had considerable trade with Olynthus, but of the 
beautiful fifth century coins struck after 460 B.C. we found none. 
Our three bronze coins from Aenus probably date 440-412 B.C.” 
The first one, though of the Chian standard, shows especially in 
the helmet with the dots, the influence of the earlier coins of Attic 
standard.

AMPHIPOLIS 


It is remarkable that none of the beautiful silver coins of 
Amphipolis, founded by Athens in 437 B. C. and captured by Brasi- 
das in 424 B. C., with the full-face head of Apollo (a type created 
before the Syracusan artists )’* on the obverse and the torch en the 
reverse, were found in the excavations, especially as these date 
after the time of Brasidas, after Amphipolis obtained autonomy 
in 421 B. C., from the last years of the fifth century, when Olynthus 
seems to have been very prosperous. Probably the relations with 
Amphipolis were none too cordial in the fifth century. But in the 
fourth century the situation was different and the finding of 34 
bronze coins of Amphipolis, more than from any other city except 
Potidaea, argues that there was much intercourse between the two 
cities in the fourth century before the capture by Philip II in 358 
B.C." The use of the torch on the reverse of the coins recalls the 
worship of Artemis, who was especially revered at Amphipolis and 
in whose honor torch-races were held.

APHYTIS 


Six interesting bronze coins of Aphytis were found and two 
of them (the first and last) seem to be distinctly new types. 
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Aphytis (the modern Athyto with a beautiful location near the 
sea) was situated on the north-eastern shore of the peninsula of 
Pallene, on the Teronaic gulf, not far from Potidaea. With Mende, 
Scione, and Sane it was one of the most important villages of 
Pallene.” Herodotus™ mentions it in connection with Xerxes’ 
expedition in 480 B. C. and about a hundred years later the Spartan 
general Agesipolis, who had failed to capture it, died of fever in 
its temple of Dionysus.”* Aphytis also had an even more famous 
temple of Zeus Ammon.” After Cimon’s success in 470 B.C. 
Aphytis came under the Athenian hegemony and from 454 B. C., 
when the treasury of the Delian confederacy was transferred to 
Athens, to 447 B. C., paid a tribute of two or three talents, reduced 
from 446-439 B.C. to one talent and after 439 B.C. restored to 
three talents, five hundred drachmas.® In 424 B. C. Brasidas freed 
Aphytis from Athenian domination and she was allowed to issue 
her own coins, most of which date from 424 B.C. to Philip’s con- 
quest in 358 B.C." The first coin below (Inv. 588) seems to com- 
bine the two cults of Zeus Ammon (on the obverse) and Dionysus, 
whose grapes appear on the reverse. The last coin (Inv. 1102) 
reverses the combination, with a youthful head of Pan or possibly 
Silenus on the obverse and the symbolic eagle of Zeus on the 
reverse.

APOLLONIA 


There were three Macedonian towns by the name of Apollonia 
but Imhoof (Monnaies Grecques, p. 63) assigned certain bronze 
coins with the inscription ’AzodAAwvos to the Apollonia south of 
Lake Bolbe.*? To this Apollonia probably belong four bronze 
coins found in the excavations at Olynthus, which are of a hitherto 
unknown type. They must date from the fourth century B.C. 
before 348 B. C., and are the first coins to be found with the inscrip- 
tion ’A7roAA@véewp.

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ATHENS 


Only two bronze coins from Athens were found. They must 
date between 404 and 393 B. C., and belong to the wretched bronze 
money of necessity, to which Aristophanes objects.** The first 
is really the core of a plated drachm, from which the silver has 
worn off, one of those adulterated coins which we discussed above 
(p. 22).

AtTRAXx (PELASGIOTIS) 


Atrax was situated upon the right bank of the river Peneus, 
about ten miles west of Larissa, near the frontier of Histiaeotis 
(Livy XXXII, 15; XXXVI, 13), at the modern Palaeo-Castro of 
Alifaka. It was supposed to have been founded by an eponymous 
hero, the Lapith Atrax, son of the Peneus and of the local nymph, 
Bura, daughter of Ion. The Olynthian specimen looks like coins 
of Phygela (Zeit. fiir Num., XX XIII, pl. IT, 3), but the bull does not 
bend down his body and the inscription assigns the coin to Atrax. 
It combines in a new type the head of Bura, which usually occurs 
with a horse in repose, and the butting bull which generally sccurs 
on the reverse of coins with a bearded head of Atrax (cf. Head, 
Historia Numorum, p. 292; Num. Chron., 1896, p. 17, No. 31, pl. 
II, 7; Brit. Mus. Cat., Thessaly, pl. II, 6-8; Forrer, Weber Coll., 
II, pp. 206-207, pl.

BotriaEA 


At least 67 bronze coins of the Chalcidian type with a head of 
Apollo on the obverse and a lyre on the reverse were found. The 
inscription BOTTIAIQN on them shows that the Bottiaeans, even 
after they were conquered by the Chaleidians of Olynthus, were not 
absorbed into the Olynthian population but were allowed consider- 
able independence and freedom. They evidently continued to live 
on the South Hill and minted their own coins but used the Chalci- 
dic type.** None of these coins were excavated in trench VIII on 
the North Hill, which goes to show that the Bottiaeans were con- 
fined to the South Hill and to the shopping district in trench VII, 
a fact confirmed also by the pottery and other finds. The Bot- 
tiaeans from Thrace originally occupied the plains southwest of 
Therma (Saloniki) between the Axius, Lydias and Haliacmon 
rivers in Emathia; and this district was called Bottiaea with the 
capital at Pella until Roman days. But the original Bottiaeans 
were expelled by the Macedonian kings and settled near Olynthus 
in Bottice with Spartolus as their chief city; but our excavations 
would seem to prove that they also settled on the South Hill of 
Olynthus and remained after 479 B.C., since their earliest coins 
are tetrobols dating from 424 to 392 B.C. or later. Ours seem to 
be contemporary with the coinage of the Chalcidic League and 
date mostly in the early fourth century down to 379 B. C. or later. 
The Bottiaeans may not have entered the Chalcidic League till 392

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CAESAREA IN CAPPADOCIA 


An interesting coin of Caesarea in Cappadocia was excavated 
in trench IV near the surface and probably was dropped by some 
Byzantine visitor to the site. Such coins were in circulation in 
Byzantine ar.d later times. In any case, the coin shows no connec- 
tion with Rome and we found no Roman imperial coins. Olynthus 
evidently was not inhabited in Roman times and this one coin 
(much worn) probably was brought to Olynthus in Byzantine 
times. Unfortunately the inscription on the obverse around the 
head of the Roman emperor is illegible, but the portrait is that of 
Antoninus Pius. On the reverse is Mt. Argaeus at the foot of 
which Caesarea (the capital of the Cappadocian kings) was sit- 
uated. Mt. Argaeus is represented as a cavernous peaked pyra- 
midal mountain with the letters ETKA below. This would mean 
érous xa’, in the twenty-first year of the reign of Antoninus Pius or 
the year 159 A. D.®

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CoINns oF THE T'HRACIAN Kina CERSOBLEPTES 


One bronze coin had a female head on the obverse and a three- 
handled vase on the reverse with the letters KEP. Such coins 
often have been attributed to the city of Cerdylium but they were 
probably issued by the Thracian king Cersobleptes.” Possibly 
another bronze coin, which seems to be a new type, with the head 
of Athena on the obverse and what looks like a corn grain on the 
reverse, also belongs to Cersobleptes, about the middle of the 
fourth century B. C. The letters are faint but seem to be KEP2XO.

Coin oF THE THRACIAN Kino CETRIPORIS 


One very nice bronze coin with a head of Dionysus on one side 
and his characteristic cantharus on the other belongs to the Thra- 
cian king Cetriporis and shows the influence of Thasian types. 
This Thracian dynast about 356 B.C. allied himself with Athens 
against Philip.*? It was found in the same room in trench X with 
the silver hoard but is much later.

Another interesting bronze coin is that with the head of Hermes

of such coins of Cersobleptes as the coin (No. 152) we have just 
described with the same kind of pot on the reverse. It is a canting 
or punning type, as cypsele means a chest or box or pot. In fact 
Ure in his Origin of Tyranny, pp. 197-214, would connect the family 
of the Cypselids at Corinth with the word and derive their wealth 
and power from the potter’s trade for which Corinth was so 
famous. Cypselus would mean ‘‘the man of pots.’’ *

CHALCIDIAN (lyre type) 


By far the largest number of coins found were of the Chalcid- 
lans with the head of Apollo or Artemis on one side and a lyre or 
tripod on the other. There are 303 with the lyre and 299 with the 
tripod. They date mostly from the fourth century before 348 B. C. 
but some probably were minted in the last quarter of the fifth 
century. The fact that such a majority of the coins are Chalcidian 
ought to be enough to convince the sceptical that we have found 
Olynthus or at least the capital of the Chalcidic League.

The following bronze coins have on the reverse a tripod instead 
of the lyre, but the obverse likewise has a head of Apollo or 
Artemis. Coins with tripods were found frequently with coins 
having the lyre and the two types seem to be contemporaneous. 
What causes the difference is not certain, but it is evident that the 
Chalcidian League issued these different types. The Bottiaeans 
used only the lyre, and the Chalcidians preferred the type with 
lyre, as we found 303 coins with the lyre and only 299 with the 
tripod, and only the lyre occurs on the silver coins. Nos. 467, 469 
(perhaps also No. 447) never had the reverse struck, so that it is im- 
possible to say whether they were meant to have the lyre or tripod.

DIcAEA IN THRACE 


One much defaced small coin seems to come from the Dicaea 
mentioned in the Athenian quota lists as a member of the Athen- 
ian League between 454 and 428° and there called Aécata wap’ 
“ABénpa to distinguish it from Dicaea of the Eretrians in Chalci- 
dice. With a strong magnifying glass it was possible, on the 
reverse, to read the letters AIK above the bull’s head and neck to 
right and AIA at the right. The silver coins cited in note 95 date 
about 450 B.C., but the Olynthian specimen is probably a new 
bronze type of the early fourth century B. C.

Dium 


Two coins seem to be new types of Dium in Pieria near the 
southern frontier of Macedonia. Hitherto only coins of the Roman 
Empire have been known from Dium. That in the British Musewm 
Catalogue, Macedonia, p. 70, and one in Berlin with a Heracles head 
on one side and AIATQN on the other are forgeries. But one of 
cur two new types for Dium has the inscription AIATQN and the

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lyre on the obverse. The other has AIEQN and the tripod on the 
reverse. The first has a head of Artemis, the second a head of 
Athena, but both show the influence of the coins of the Chalcidians 
with lyre and tripod. The second is also under Attic influence, as 
we should expect from what Thucydides says with regard to 
Dium.* The two coins probably date from the end of the fifth 
or beginning of the fourth century B. C., since a coin of Archelaus 
and an early fourth century coin of Potidaea were found with the 
second one. 

Perhaps these coins should be assigned to the Thracian Dium 
cn the peninsula of Mt. Athos (Thuc. IV, 109; Strabo, 331) ; there 
was also Chalcidian and Athenian influence there. Thisis probably 
the Dium of the Athenian tribute lists, where the name of the 
people appears as Aces (Trans. Amer. Phil. Asso., LVI, 1925, pl. 
II; A.J.A. XXIX, 1925, p. 261; XXXIT, 1928, pl. II; 7. G. I’, 194, 
196 ete.).

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HipHESUS 


Two small bronze coins of Ephesus were found in trench XIII. 
They have a female head, probably of Artemis, on one side, and 
the characteristic bee on the other. The bee, like the stag, was 
the symbol of the nature-goddess who was worshipped at E;phesus, 
and her high-priest was called ‘‘the king bee’’ (’"Eoonv) and her 
virgin priestesses were named the Melissae or Honey-Bees. Gen- 
erally the bee is the main symbol and represented on the obverse. 
Our two specimens seem to be of a rare bronze type.*” They date 
from the first half of the fourth century.

GorTYNA 


Some eight interesting bronze coins with partially new types 
were found which belong to Gortyna in Crete and it is important 
to know that Olynthus had commercial relations with an island as 
far away as Crete. Traces of the entire inscription TOPTYNIQN 
occur on some of the coins and in most cases 1Q2N is clear, so that 
the possibility of EPETPIEQN is excluded. Many anepigraphic 
coins with the head of a bull on the reverse have been attributed 
to Gortyna rather than to Eretria by Svoronos.’*" Babelon ’® still 
assigns such pieces to Eretria, though (as Grose says’), he repeats 
one of the same pieces as belonging to Gortyna. Our Olynthus 
coins seem to confirm Svoronos’ reading TOPTYNIQN and to 
refute Babelon. The circumstances of finding would date them 
before 348 B.C., but they evidently continued to be minted in 
Gortyna in the third century, when a decree *“ enjoined the use of 
the bronze money which the city had put in circulation and fixed 
a fine on the acceptance of silver obols. No. 776 (Inv. 222) is 
certainly an early coin of the fourth century and a rare specimen.

Four bronze coins belong to Lamia. The one with the wounded 
Philoctetes is a well-known type,’” but the three with the Arethusa- 
like head copied from Cimon’s Arethusa and with the six-headed 
hydra present a rare type reminiscent of Thessalian coins. One 
previous specimen has been assigned to Lamia by Babelon and on 
some of ours are traces of the letters AAMIEQN, confirming the 
attribution. They date from 400 to 348 B.C. Head’s date 400-344 
B. C. is more correct than Grose’s third century B. C.*?°

Mende, such as have been found in large quantities in the peninsula 
of Pallene,** more than 350 specimens in the hoard. Our coins 
all date between the revolt of Mende from Athens in 424 B.C. 

IV, 123) and the time of the capture of Mende by Philip in 
308 B.C. The fact that they are so worn perhaps is to be accounted 
for by long use.

OLOPHYXUS 


Olophyxus was a small town near the summit of Mt. Athos men- 
tioned by Her. VII, 22, and Strabo, VII, 331. It paid only a 
quarter or a third of a talent as tribute to Athens according to 
the tribute lists. It was regarded as rather insignificant, if we 
can trust Aristophanes’ ridicule of its weights and measures in 
Birds, 1040-1041, ypjo@ar Neheroxoxxuysas tois avrois pérpoot Kai ota- 
Ouoiot kat voulopacr Kabdrep ’Ododvéior. Since coins of Olophyxus 
are extremely rare,’** (I only know of the one in the British

Evi- 
dently Olynthus had little trade with interior towns of Asia 
Minor. Phygela was a small town on the coast between Ephesus 
and Priene where there was a temple of Artemis Munychia.’” It 
was autonomous for a short period only, about 387-367 B. C., a date 
confirmed by our coin which is so well preserved that it probably 
had not been minted many years before 348 B.C.

PoTIDAEA 


Some forty-seven bronze coins can be assigned to Potidaea, 
only sixty stades distant from Olynthus (Thue. 1, 63), because 
some of them have inscriptions on them. It is now generally 
recognized that Potidaea did issue coins after the destruction by 
Athens in 429 B.C. But these numerous coins with the head of 
Athena in Corinthian helmet on one side and Pegasus on the other 
show the influence of later Corinthian coins and must date in the 
fourth century before 364 B. C.1> They represent a type of which 
examples have been rare. Evidently Potidaea, ‘‘the brave little 
Belgium’’, was reconstructed by Corinth after the Peloponnesian 
War and we have in these coins from Olynthus numismatic evi- 
dence for a historical fact not mentioned in literature. The first 
coin with Pegasus is of an uncommon type. Those with the butting 
bull are also a rare type.

PypNA 


Only one bronze coin of Pydna was found. One would expect 
to discover more specimens, since Amyntas III was compelled to 
hand over the maritime district of Macedonia to Olynthus, but no 
coins of the type of those of Amyntas with the head of Heracles 
were unearthed. The one bronze coin of Pydna belongs to the 
period 364-358 B. C., another interval of autonomy during the reign 
of Perdiceas III. The owl betrays Athenian influence but does 
not necessarily mean that Pydna was subject to Athens. Pydna 
probably preferred to be under Athenian rather than under 
Macedonian control.'**

They date between 394 B.C. and 365 B.C., 
after Conon’s victory at Cnidus when Samos, Ephesus, Rhodes, 
Cnidus, Iasus, and Byzantium issued a sort of anti-Laconian fed- 
eral coinage.)

Scronz (389-348 B.C.) 


Scione is represented by some seventeen bronze coins. Scione 
was the principal town on the south coast of the peninsula of 
Pallene, near Mende. It traced its origin to an Achaean hero 
returning from Troy, but was probably of Euboean origin. After 
the capture of Eium in 476 and the campaigns of Cimon on the 
coasts of Macedonia and Thrace it became subject to Athens. It 
paid tribute to Athens from 454 to 434 B.C., at first six talents 
jointly with Therambus. In 434 B.C. Scione’s assessment was 
raised to fifteen talents, but in 433 B.C. reduced to four talents, 
and then afterwards raised to nine.’** In 424 B. C. Scione revolted 
from Athens, but in 422 it was recaptured and handed over to an 
Athenian cleruchy of Plataeans.’”? But the city must have revived 
after the end of the Peloponnesian war, especially when the Spar- 
tan Lysander allowed the exiles to return. It joined the Chalcidic 
League and after 389 was probably allowed by King Amyntas II 
of Macedonia, with whom the League allied itself, to coin its own 
bronze money. To this period would belong the coins with the 
helmet, which are similar to those which bear the name of Amyntas 
II or III. But our Olynthian specimens **° with the dove date from 
the time after there was trouble between Amyntas and the Chalci- 
dic League, and Scione struck her own coins with the head of 
Aphrodite on one side and the dove on the other, as a member of 
the League.

SERMYLE 


It is natural to find coins of the neighboring Sermyle (the mod- 
ern Ormylia or Ermylia) at Olynthus.'** We have already dis- 
cussed **? the silver coins found in the Terone hoard but we also 
found five bronze coins with inscriptions, which seem to be the first 
such to come to light. The type with the female head and wreath 
seems to be new. At least it ig not in Head or Babelon, or the 
British Museum or Berlin catalogues.

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SIGEUM 


Sigeum in the Troad at the entrance to the Hellespont is 
another Asia Minor port-town represented by a single bronze coin 
at Olynthus. Sigeum had been connected with Athens from the 
time of Solon ard of the Sigeum stele inscription in both Ionic and 
Attic. It had a temple of Athena. In the fifth century Sigeum 
used exclusively Athenian coins, but in the fourth century, to 
which our coin belongs, she evidently issued coins of a thoroughly 
Athenian type, generally with the head of Athena and the owl.** 
Our specimen hasn’t the owl. Our coin may date as late as after 
305 B.C. when the Athenian general, Chares, became despot of 
Sigeum.

TERONE 


In addition to the Terone silver hoard,’ some nine bronze 
coins of Terone were found. Olynthus must have had much trade 
with Terone, especially after Xerxes and Artabazus had turned 
over Olynthus to Critoboulus of Terone in 479. These unique 
bronze coins, however, belong to the fourth century. Such are rare. 
Head '** says: ‘‘There are no coins of Terone after circ. B.C. 
420,’’ and Babelon and others give no specimens. These with two 
vases, like the Scione ones with two doves are double units and 
weigh about twice as much as those with one vase.

(Arranged Chronologically) 

Seven of the Macedonian Kings are represented by bronze 
coins. Amyntas III leads with 29 coins. Perdiccas comes next 
with 11 coins, Philip next with 8 (one posthumous), Aeropus with 
2, Pausanias only 1. Archelaus I is represented only by the one

Pausanias (390-389 B. C.) 


The one bronze coin of Pausanias is much battered, but with a 
magnifying glass the inscription can be read, IIAY2 above the 
forepart of the lion, AN in front, and IA at the rear or left.'*° 
Pausanias was the son of Aeropus and probably brother of 
Amyntas II, whom he succeeded in 390; but he was assassinated 
after a few months. There was another Pausanias wh» was 
prominent from 368 to 323 B. C., but most numismatists attribute 
such coins as ours to the first Pausanias.

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coins **’ belong to Amyntas IT or Amyntas III, and if they belong 
to Amyntas III, to his first or second reign; but we follcw the 
usual classification and assign our coins to the second period. 
Amyntas, like Alexander I, was a philhellene and brought to his 
court distinguished Greeks, such as the physician, Nicomachus, 
the father of Aristotle. But the native Macedonians finally 
defeated him and he took refuge, in 383 B.C., as an exile with the 
Greeks. For two years Argeus ruled and then the Lacedaemo- 
nlans restored Amyntas to the Macedonian throne. After the 
death of Jason of Pherae in 370 the Athenians lent him aid, and 
he died at Pella in old age, leaving three sons, Alexander, Perdic- 
cas, and Philip, the father of Alexander the Great.

Perpiccas III (365-359 B. C.) 


Perdiccas, the son of Amyntas III, ruled peaceably for six 
years and then died in an expedition against the Lllyrians and 
Lyncestes.'** His coins bear his name in the genitive and their 
later style allows no confusion with the archaic coins of Perdic- 
eas II.'**

Putuire II (359-336 B. C.) 


Philip, brother of Perdiceas III, the father of Alexander the 
Great, realised that he must either make friends with Olynthus or 
destroy it, if he was to conquer Greece and prepare the world for 
his son’s conquests. At first he helped Olynthus with Macedonian 
money and Macedonian friends in the city, but finally he destroyed 
it in August, 348 B.C., and sold many of the inhabitants into 
slavery. One would expect, then, to find coins of Philip in the exca- 
vations, but it is important to be able to date those found before

I prefer to attribute this coin, which was probably dropped by 
a traveller, to Antigonus Gonatus rather than to Antigonus Doson, 
since the latter’s coins are to be compared with those of Philip V, 
whereas those of Antigonus Gonatas are related to those of 
Demetrius Poliorcetes. The Olynthian coin is reminiscent of some 
of the bronze coins of the Amphipolis mint of Demetrius ** and 
the same monogram, which Newell interprets as DIAEM (ov?)'” 
occurs on the A group of the Amphipolis coins of Demetrius 
(291-290 B. C.). 


BYZANTINE CoINs 


Two bronze Byzantine coins found in Trench I (Inv. 2 and Inv. 
1176) are absolutely hopeless, as they are so worn that nothing 
can be seen on them. The seven other bronze coins and the two 
silver matapans of Venice (another one described above, No. 83) 
are important for the mediaeval history of Olynthus. No. 966 
seems to be a new type and ought to interest Byzantine scholars.
